embarrassed the friendly relations of 
the two governments some years ago 
The feeling on the Pacific coast has 
steadily changed for’ the better as 
the solid virtues of thexJapaneee peo 
pie and government have been better 
understood. 
It was in the Houbo of Representa­ 
tives, however, that a more certain 
expression of American feeling to 
ward Japan was made by representa 
fives from every part of the 
Union 
The appearance of the members of 
the mission was the signal for on ex­ 
traordinary outburst, which manifest­ 
ed America’s admiration
